1ha degree of sensllivity to the cancer- 
producing substances depends less on the 
speerl of cell division in the organ than 
on Ihe organs funcllonal activlly. In these 
experiments, for eximple, {umours of {he 
ollaclory nerves were nol observed, 
whercas they can easily be provoked 
after birlh and in maturity. 


The olfactory narva develops very 
early and naiurally becomes functional 
only after birlh.

planatlon can be found al present for {he 
surprising organic effects of dlaky1-nilro- 
samine, which Is not really a cancer-pro- 
ducing substance, Dialky1-nitrosamine 
can be Injected under the skin without the 
sliyhlesl trace of local cancerous activi- 
ly. The cancer-produclng substance de- 
velops therefore in tha metabolism of the 
body following enzymallc acllvallon, 

Remarkable too is the discovery thal 
unsymmelrlcally substituted nllrosamine, 
such as melhylalkyl-nilrosamine, can pro- 
duce a highly specîflc form of cancer of 
the gullet, independent of the mode of 
applicallon — in olher words, even when 
this substance does not come in contact 
with the gullet. The effect is the same 
even when injecled under the skin. 

This proves that cancer of lhe gullet 
need not only be caused by substances 
consumed orally, coming in direct con- 
tact with lhe mucous menıibrane of the 
oesophagus.

Ithough every month a lillle more is 

known about the cause of cancer, 
cartain lypes of cancer sllll defy all at- 
templs to probe their origins. The causes 
are known in the caso of a few manifes- 
tation of this malignant disease. 

Cancer resulting from Industrial lıa- 
zards, for example, has been proved — 
certain chemical substances cause the 
disorganisation in cell growth, In the case 
af cancer of lhe ulerus and tha peuls car- 
cinogens produced in secrellons of the 
body are a prlme faclor in the aetiology 
of the disease, 

The conneclion belween cancer of (he 
lung and smoking has been established 
beyond a doubt. Astonishingly enough 
this is largely ignored by smokers and 
even by health authorities, 

Few clues hove been found, however, 
lo the aetiology of most cancers, nol- 
withstanding lhe intensive research that 
is being conducted, Nevertheless, in the 
case ofl many mysterious cancers (here is 
reasûn to believe {bat lhey are causad 
by exlernal faclors, according to the 1064 
report of iha World JJeallh Organisallon. 

In the case of cancer cifcclive preven- 
{ion depenls on lle discovery of cancer- 
producing subslances in many formis of 
the disease. The maln difficulty in the 
way of rescardh 1s thal generally these 
subslances tako years 10 affect biological! 
cells to the point of producing a tumour. 

The hend of {he prevenlive medicine 
deparlment af tha Max Planck Inslilute 
in Fralburg, Professor H. Druckrey, des- 
cribes recent exparlmenls in which or- 
ganic cancers wern produced will che- 
mical substance, ln mauy Cukun tir Lu- 
maur Causecl in unimals closoly resoruble, 
also actiologlcally, mallynant growths tn 
humans, Il sacs prababla therrfore that 
lhe findings of lhase animal uxperlnanls 
should bo used in rescardh exploring lho 
aolology of hunan cancer. 

Uplll now It was bellavecl thet lhu 
strenylh and durallon of the effect of ûd 
polson or a mçdllcameul dopands un a 
size of the dose, tlinl below a certain 
limit even tha strongest polson has lltla 
offecl. Systematic oxparimonis with ani- 
mals have shown that even very small 
doses have efféct when givan sulfictent 
time, 

Unlika alt olher tuxic şgontg, {he can- 
Cerous effects of cerlain chemical sub- 
stances secreled by {he body remain Ir» 
reversible for life, They are passed on 
by one generatlon of cells lo the next, 
acceleraling ‘in growth ell the while aven 
whén the subslances {hat ‘started {he pro- 
cess have become dormant. From this ob- 
servalion it Is assumed that cancerous 
growths are connected with irrevorsible 
molations in the genellc organisallon ol 
the cell, 


Biochemical experiments: 


In this connecllon Professor Druckrey 
draws attenllons to the biochemical ex- 
Perimenls of Magee ond Farber wilh al- 
kaline cultures ireated with radioactive 
Carbon. These praduced not only carci« 
nogent bul an alkalisation of guanine fn 
the acids o! the cell nuclel and also in the 
DNS, . 

This, however, indicates an irrever- 
sible ange in the genelic information 
Of tbe cell and can be regarded as a pro- 
bable causa of cancer. Dlazomethane, 
far examplg, produced in ther liver as a 

omposilion product of dimethyl-nilro- 
SAmine, has a slmilar effecl, causing can- 
Cer of lhe Hver in hunıans and animals.
